The Legislature of the commonwealth ad- 
journed at twelve o’clock on Friday the 10th, 
for the purpose of attending the funeral cere 
monies in honor of John Quincy Adams, 

The City Authorities did the same, and 
were prepared to render all due honors. But 
the inclement weather prevented the anticipa- 
ted celebration, and the civic part of the pro- 
cession was therefore dispensed with. 

Still, the military authorities promptly 
reported themslves in readiness to do duty, and 
the escort was composed of the whole First 
Regiment—marching left and front—the Lan- 
cers bringing up the rear. 

Ata quarter after two o’clock, the train 
conveying the remains of Mr, Adams, arrived 
at the depot of the Boston and Worcester 
Rail road in Beach street, and the honored 
ashes were consigned to the Legislative Com- 
mittee. 

When the funeral train arrived at the depot 
the Congressional Committee delivered the 
remains of Mr. Adams into the hauds of the 
State authorities. The remarks of Mr. Tall- 
madge of New York, upon the occasion were 
these : 

Mr. Chairman of the Committee of the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The House 
of Representatives of the United States have 
selected a committee representing every por- 
tion of the Union, charged with the especial 
duty of accompanying the remains of Mr. 
Adams to the place of their interment. In 
the execution of this duty the committee left 
the city of Washington on Monday last and 
have now arrived in your city. Throughout 
their journey there have been displayed man- 
ifestations of the highest admiration and res- 
pect for the memory of your late distinguished 
fellow citizen. In the large cities through 
which we expected to pass we anticipated 
such demonstrations, but in every village 
and hamlet, at the humblest cottage which 
we passed, and from the laborers, in the field, 
the same profound respect for the deceased 
was testified by their uncovered heads. It 
now becomes my duty, as the organ of the 
cominittee, to surrender into your hands, as 
the representatives of Massachusetts, the il- 
lustrious dead. In performing this daty, I 
must be allowed to say, we have loug known 
this venerable man in the hall of the House 
of Representatives. There we had listened 
to his words of wisdom, and caught from his 
lips the fire of patriotism, and while speaking 
to us, as it were, we have seen hinf stricken 
down in our midst. But I shall not attempt 
here to describe the emotions that we experi- 
enced, or the bereavement that we have felt. 
Our personal bereavement is merged in the 
bereavement of the nation. The nation is 
clothed in the habiliments of woe. The na- 
tion is bereaved in his loss, and the nation 
It is now more than half a century 
since Massachusetts gave to the nation his 
pre-eminent talents, his patriotism and his 
virtues. You gave him to his country, and 
all that remains of that illustrious gift we now 
return to you,

Immigration. 

Says the Montreal Herald of the 2d inst :— 

Her Majesty’s Opposition, with most com- 
mendable forbearance, have enabled the pres- 
ent Ministers to carry out their measure, by 
which, it is to be hoped, our country will be 

spared the recurrence of the horrors attendent 
upon the pauper immigration into Canada, 
during the last season. 

The provisions of the proposed act, are 
made in accordance with the suggestion con- 
tained in Lord Grey’s despatch, on the subject 
of Emmigration, which we lately published 
in the Herald, and are, shortly, as follows :— 
ist. For the future, or rather, during the pen- 
dency of this act, instead ofa capitation tax of 
five shillings on all adult immigrants, the tax 
will be ten shillings upon all passengers ar- 
riving in Canada by sea, previous to the 


i} 2ad. That on all such passengers arriving be- 
i tween the loth September and Ist October, 
} the tax will be twenty shillings. 3rd 
those arriving after the Ist October, it will be 
thirty shillings. 4th. That an extra tax of 
one pound per head, will be levied on the fol- 
lowing class of immigrants, viz: children not 
belonging to any immigrating family ; or lu
